The tecent speeches on the uegro question 
seem to have-stirred up all the southern sena- 
tors. Besides those who have already spoken, 
Senator Vance will speak tomorrow, and Sen- 
ator Wade Hampten on Tharsday. Senator 
Colquitt has also announced that he will make 
a specch on the same subject soon, in which he 
will take the ground that the people ef the 
south should be allowed to settle the question 
without northern interference. He will also 
show thatthe negro has more rights in the 
south than inthe north. Indeed, Senator Col- 
quitt expects to make a conclusive speech on 
the subject, to which he has given much 
thought. 

THE GREAT BATTLE OF TODAY. 

Tomorrow will open up the great battle be- 
tween the two parties in the house. The first 
contested election case will be called. and tiie 
decision of it will show whether the repub- 
lican inajority will remain as it is,eight,or will 
it be increased to thirty or more. There are 
seventeen contested cases, and the republicans 
expect to seat at least twelve of them, making 
their majority twenty-four more than at 
present. If successful in this, working with- 
out rules as was decided at their caucus last 
night, then they will make the rules much 
milder than now_proposed, for they have an 
eve to the future when they will’ be 
the minority party. As it stands now, the re- 
publicans only have one mere than a quorum 
of members in the city, and if the democrats 
refuse to vote it is not thought probable that a 
quorum can be secured. Tben Mr. Reed gvill 
have the opportunity to make use of his dicta- 
torial powers in counting a quorum present. 
In this event there will be a revolutiou amon 
the democrats, and there is much specula- 
tion as to what will occur. The demo 
crats are determined to force Reed to bring out 
a code of rules of some kind for them to vote 
upon.

Senator Fassett came to the city last night 
and hada conference with Mr. Depew, ex- 
Secretary Whitney and Mr. Root. He said 
that the bill would be killed if twenty other 
incorporators were net named.,. The republic- 
ans claim that the democrats have fifty men 
on the committee, which is a majority. This 
Mr. Fassett objected to. The demoerats say 
that there are sixty-three republicans on the 
committee, and only forty democrats. 

According to the Commercial’ Advertiser 
Senator Fassett said*that tiedid not propose 
that the democrats and mugwumps should 
have contro! of the fair, and thatif it was not 
agreed then that twenty extra commissioners 
should be appointed by Ex-Senator Platt, or 
his representatiyes, the bill would be killed. 
It was said at the mayor’s-office today that 
Depew and his associates absolutely refused to 
agree to the appointment of twenty extra com- 
missioners, and Senator Fassett was told to go 
ahead and do as he. saw fit, At the mayor’s 
oftice the bill was practically given up asa 
dead measure. Mayor Grant claimed that he 
did not. know anything about the proposed 
action of the republicans, but he had been in- 
formed that the bill would likely not pass. He 
said that if such was the case he was very 
sorry. 

“IT put men on committees,"’ he added, 
“without any regard to politics. I did not 
then, nor do I now, regard it as a political 
measure in any case.”’ 


A MONEY REQUIREMENT. 


The World’s Fair Committee Makes the 
Amount 85,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, January 28.—The world’s fair 
committee of the house held a long session to- 
day, and completed the draft of the world’s 
fair bill, which it will report tomorrow to the 
full committee. The first section adopted to- 
day is founded on section 4 of the Chicago bill, 
with slight amendment, and provides for the 
raising of the capital ssock by subscription. 
Another section added today, section 11—sec- 
tion 5 of the Chicago bill—tixes the amount of 
the paid up subscriptions, which must be in 
hand before the commission begins work, at 
not less than 85,000,000. As it was evident 
that the bill, as prepared, would leaye Wash- 
ington out of the race through the require- 
ments as to subscriptions and the general finan- 
cial scheme, Messrs. Wilson and Bowden gave 
notice that they would present to the full com- 
mittee tomorrow a section or sections as a sub- 
stitute for the financial sections of the sub- 
committe’e bill which will extend government 
aid to the fair, and thereby make Washington 
eligibie fer competition as a site. 


ITEMS FROM WASHINGTON. 


The Department of Justice Looking for 
Fanz—Birmingham’s Public Building. 

WASHINGTON, January 28:—The department 
of justice is trying to discover the whereabouts 
of Fanz, the victim of the recent alleged out- 
rage at Aberdeen, Miss., with a view of his ex- 
amination in regard to that affair. 

The secretary of the treasury has awarded 
the contract for the construction of a public 
building at Birmingham, Ala., to McCarthey 
& Baldwin, of Washington, at $76,034, and he 
has appointed E. H. Thomas to be superin- 
tendent of the work. 

Secretary Windom is considering the ques- 

tiow of a further reduction of the amount of 
mublie funds held by national banks and will 
probably issue a call tomerrow for the surren- 
der of a portion of this fund under the same 
conditiens prescribed in the first call.

REFUNDING THE DIRECT TAX. | 

The bill to credit and pay to the several 
states and territories and District of Columbia 
a:! moneys tollected under the direct tax act 
of 1861, was taken from the calendar.

The bill makes it the duty of the secretary 
of the treasury to credit to each state and ter- 
ritory of the United States and District of 
Columbia, a sum equal to all collections b 
set off or otherwise made from such states an 
territories and the District of Columbia, or 
from any of the citizens or inhabitants thereof, 
or of other persons under the act of congress, 
approved Atanas 5, 1861, and amendatory 
acts thereto. And it appropriates the neces- 
sary sum to reimburse each state and territory 
and the District of Columbia. 

THE WHIPPING OF FANZ. 

The senate then, at 2 0’clock, resumed con- 
sideration of Mr. Chandler’s resolution in re- 
lation to the maltreatment, at Aberdeen, 
Miss., of Henry J. Fanz, and Mr. George 
made an argument against it, declaring his 
belief that the adoption of the resolution 
would be a serious infraction of the constitu- 
tion, and a very serious encroachment on the 
rights of the people of Mississippi. He took 
up the clause of constitution (section 2 of 
article 4) which Mr. Wilson, of Louisiana, and 
othér republican senators referred to yesterday 
as authorizing the resolution, and argued that 
no decision of the supreme court, and no act 
of congress, had ever given such a construc- 
tion to it. He quoted a decision of the supreme 
court which, he said, settled the point that 
the only jurisdiction that congress 
had under the second section of- the 
fourth article of the constitution was to 
provide that state laws and state action under 
state authority should not be used for the pur- 
pose of depriving any citizen of- his equal 
rights and privileges in any other state. He 
quoted another decision of the supreme court, 
to the effect that that provision in the consti- 
tution was nota guarantee against the com- 
mission of individual offences, and did not ex- 
tend to the enactment of laws for the suppres- 
sion of crimes within a state. There could be 
no doubt, Mr. George said, if the decisions of 
the supreme court were to be relied upon, that 
the senate as a part of the law-making powers 
had no jurisdiction to pass a law to punish the 
men who had committed the Aberdeen out- 
rage. If that were so, then, he asked, what 
right and what power had the senate (and un- 
der what construction of the constitution) to 
make an inquiry into the transaction, and for 
what purpose ? 

Mr. George went on to argue that the attor- 
ney general could not have known that 
the offense was a case of assault and battery, 
except from the statutes of Mississippi, and 
was Interrupted by Mr. Hoar, with the sug- 
gestion (by way of joke) that the attorney 
general certainly could not have got it from 
the common law of Mississippi or frum cus- 
toins of the country. 

Mr. George went on to say, that not only did 
he condemn the hanging in effigy of any re- 
pectable ofiicer of the United States, under 
any circumstances or under any provocation; 
but that, in the case of Secretary Proctor, 
there was no provocation for the insult. 
He had never heard from any other 
democrat any other comment on_ the 
conduct of Secretary Proctor (for which the 
indignity had been attempted to be inflicted on 
him), except that he had performed a painful 
and delicate duty with a consideration to the 
feelings (prejudices) even of the people of the 
south. The pending proposition he described 
as an annex oradjunct of the original offense— 
another violation of the law of Mississippi. 
The only end to be obtained was to blacken 
the hame and reputation of a state whose sons 
had honored and served the country. Among 
the distinguished sons of Mississippi, Mr. 
George referred to Jefferson Davis as a man 
who had never betrayed his trust, or failed in 
the discharge of his full duty, whether he 
served the United States. or the confederacy. 
He claimed, in conclusion, that he had shown 
that the pending proposition iwas without any 
watrant in the constitution, which the sena- 
tors had sworn to support. There was no need 
ofit. Ifthe senators were anxious to uncover 
the nakedness of his mother—Mississippi—it 
had already been uncovered, why then pass 
the resolution, except to show that where the 
interests, and rights, and honor, and g 
name of the people of the south were involved, 
the constitution was nothing but a rope of 
sand. If the senate was to go on this crusade 
against the white people of Mississippi for an 
alleged violation of law and the constitution, 
would it not be well for the senate to set an 
example to that despairing people of an ob 
servance of the constitution. 

SPOONER SPEAKS AGAIN. 

In the course.of a long political speech in 
reply to Mr. George, Mr. Spooner said he did 
not know what the resolution would accom- 
plish in the way of legislation or of constitu- 
tional amendment, but it would subserve one 
purpose, if nothing else. It would turn light 
on that transaction at Aberdeen. . It would 
prove the existence of a spirit of bitterness 
and brutality there. It would show that there 
was a community, claiming to be intelligent 
and law-abiding, where the love of Jefferson 
Davis’s memory is stronger than respect for 
the law, stronger than the love of liberty, 
stronger than the impulses of humanity—the 
law of God written in every human heart. If 
the resolution would accomplish nothing else, 
it would subserye that one good purpose. 

Mr. Spooner said he intended to vote for the 
resolution and that he had not the slightest 
fear of being punished hereafter for a viola- 
‘tion of his oath to the constitution. He ex-

He expressed his regret that the senator 
-from Mississippi (Mr. George) had felt called 
upon to pronounce an eulogy on Jefferson 
Davis. It was to have been expected that 
homage would be paid to Jefferson Davis 
throughout the south on the occasion of his 
death. It waste have been expected that he 
would be borne to his last resting place sur- 
rounded by his old companions, and to the 
music of muffied drums. But he (Spooner) 
had hoped that no one would deem it neces- 
sary to pronounce an eulogy of Jefferson Davis 
in the senate chamber of the United States. 
It would strike a harsh chord in the breasts of 
millions of men all through the north. The 
people had not regarded him, although chief 
wf the confederacy, more false to the union 
and to its flag, and to his oath, than thousands 
of his confreres. But the people will not believe 
what Senator George said coder about Jefferson 
Davis, that whether under the constitution or 
the confederacy, he had never betrayed a trust. 
The people believed, on the contrary, that he 
had sat in the senate chamber betraying daily, 
hourly and nightly the highest trust ever re- 
posed inman. Butit was not for that that 
they execrated his memory. It was because 
they had held him responsible for the 
atrocities, unspeakable, devilish, horrible 
cruelties, visited on union prisoners at Libby 
prison, Belle Isle, Salisbury and Anderson- 
ville. It was because they charged him. with 
the responsibility of holding men prisoners of 

war to starve them.

Mr. Platt said he understood Mr. George’s 
contention to be that congress was powerless 
to pass any law to protect a citizen of one state 
in his rights in another state. If that were so 
it was pretty important that the country should 
understand how weak, powerless, and insig- 
nificant—he had almost said contemptible— 
the government they lived under. That had 
not been the idea of the American citizen. It 
had not been the idea of the expounders of 
the constitution or of the courts. He held 
that, under the constitution there was power 
in congress to protect a citizen in the enjoy- 
ment ofthe rights guaranteed to him by the 
constitution and to punish those who deprived, 
or attempted to deprive him of those rights, 
and if there were not laws already on the 
statute book to punish, in any state, any in- 
fraction of rights guaranteed by the constitu- 
tion, it was high time that such laws were 
passed. 

THERE WERE OTHER EFFIGIES. 

Mr. Gray referred to the fact that quite re- 

cently President Harrison had been hung in 
efligy in the state of Indiana. He moved to 
amend the resolution by adding the words, 
‘“‘and also a letter of instruction to said mar-

PROFESSOR PHELPS ON NEGRO 
SUFFRAGE. 


HE SAYS SUMNER MADE A MISVAKE 


When He Agitated the Question of the R.u- 
lot for the Celored Man—And He Pre- 
dicts More Trouble in the Future. 


CHARLESTON, 8S. C., January 28.—Professor 
Austine Phelps, of Andover, Mass., writes as 
follows to J. C. Hemphill, editor of the News 
and Courier: 

“I wish to thank you for the courtesy and can- 
der of your criticisms.on my remarks upon Mr. 
Grady’s speech at the Verndome,fat Boston. If I 
were able I should like to pursue the subject in 
your colums. I should admit some things, and it 
seems to me that I could prove some‘other things 
to the satisfaction of such a man as you must be. 
But I live with more than one foot in the grave. 
it is seldom that Ican use my pen with any 
force, except when I breathe the ozoné 
of my summer home at Bar Harbor. I have 
never believed in negro suffrage. Senator Sumner 
never conunitted a graver blunder than in driving 
the act which, legalized it, through congress. It 
was not an act of astatesman. It was the flurry 
of desperation. The only paliation ‘s the fact that 
inthe struggle forits existence the nation was 
brought into a supreme exigency in which every- 
body felt that something must be done, yet could 
not tell anybody whatto do.. The thing which 
was done struck nature a blow in theface. And 
for that she always gave a return blow in a grand 
rage. Wearesure,in suchan encounter, to get 
the worst of it. That is what we are suffering to- 
day, and what theend will be God only knows. 
I shall not be here to see it, but 
it would not surprise me if it 
cost the nation more blood than the civil war did. 
The retributions of national wrongdoing are on a 
great scale. You thinking men of the south have 
the sympathy of every thinking man at the north. 
Fifty years ago Prof. Moses Stuart, of Andover 
theological seminary, personal friend of Calhoun, 
forsaw just the present deadlock of affairs and 
told me that he saw no final solu‘ion but the sur- 
render of two or three states to the exclusive pos- 
session of the colored race. ButI havenever been 
able to see that Christianity cannot make two 
colors in prolific races live peacefully together as 
nature adjusts colors in a rainbow.”’ 


Against the Democrats. 

HEwENA, Ment., January 28.—The supreme 
court today decided the Thompson mandamus 
case by granting: a peremptory writ ordering 
the state auditor to allow Thompson’s bill for 
mileage and per diem. Thompson is a repub- 
lican member of the legislature, from Silver 
Bow county, being one of the five selected by 
the throwing out of the Tunnel precinct. The 
court goes into the question of the certificates, 
and sustains the position of the republicans, 
that certificates from the state canvassing 
board are the only prima facie evidence of 
membership in the legisiature. This decision 
makes the republican body the legal legisla- 
ture. 

Constitutional Cenvention for Mississippi. 

JACKSON, Miss., January 28.-—[Special.}]— 
The house of representatives today, by a vote 
of 62 to 41, passed a bill calling a constitu- 
tional conventionsto meet in this city August 
12th next. The delegates are to be elected 
July 29th. The convention is to consist of 134 
delegates, 120 from the counties apportioned 
as the present members of the lower house, 
and fourteen equally divided among 
the seven congressional districts, but 
to be elected by the state at large. 
It is provided that the constitution adopted by 
said convention shall be submitted to the peo- 
ple for ratification or rejection. 


AN INTERESTING CONTEST 


Which One Heir Could Not Enforce Against 
Another. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 28.—[Special.] 
An interesting decision was rendered in the 
supreme court today in the case of J. P. Dia- 
mond ys. J. P. Johnson and son. Peter 
Fogarty, a former resident of this city, had a 
policy for $2,000 in the Knights of America. 
Fogarty became insane, and Diamond, by a 
contract with Mrs. Fogarty, paid the 
premiums. He was to receive when Fogarty 
died $600 of the policy. Mrs. Fogarty died 
first, and her son, as heir, camein possession of 
the policy. Johnson, his guardian, repaid 
Diamond the amountof premiums he had paid, 
with interest. Diamond then filed a bill to 
enforce his contract with Mrs. Fogarty, but 
the chancellor dismissed his bill. This decree 
was affirmed, the court holding that the wife 
only had a contingent interest in the policy, 
and could not make a contract that would bind 
the child.

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TWO BURGLARS LET LOOSE. 


A Remarkable Brace of Fascals in North 
Carolina. 


Raveicn, N. C., January 23.—{Specia).]-— 
Five men were under sentence to be hanged 
February 7th. The number was today reduced 
to three, the governor having commuted the 
death sentences of Samuel Halfred and Robert 
Willis, both young white men, of Rutherford 
county. They were convicted last spring, but 
appealed. There had for some weeks been 
very great pressure for commutation. They 
‘vere convicted of burglary at the house of 
W illis’s uncle, Samuel Elliott, in Rutherford 
con. nuty. Elliott lived with his twe Sisters. 
They’ had accumulated three thousand dollars, 
which, they pe in the house. Halfred and 
Willis .found that Elliott had this money, and 
determ}).ned to get it, 

THE DIME NOVEL IDEA. 


Willis was a reader of dime novels, and had 


become fired with the idea that the easiesg 
way to get the money was to take ig 
from other people. One night Halfred and 
Willis went to Elliott’s house. Willis went 
in. Halfred remained outside. Willis drew 
a pistol and told the Elliott’s he knew they 
had three thousand dollars and he wanted it, 
They denied haying so much and refused te 
give him any, but he terrified them and they 
produced three hundred dollars, saying it wag 
all they had. He then demanded that they 
take oath on the Bible that they would never 
tell what he had done. He forced them, at the 
point of the pistol, to take this oath. Hal- 
fred, who was outside, spoke, and his voiee 
was recognized by the Elliotts. The robbers 
were soon arrested under a warrant sworn ou 
by the Elliotts, charging them with burglary. 
WHY THEY WERE COMMUTED. 

In the reasons given bv the governor 
for commuting the death sentence, he saya 
there was no forcible breaking open of the 
house, and it did not appear that there was 
any intention to take human life. The judge 
before whom the trial was heard said that he 
would not throw any obstacle in the way of a 
commutation of sentence. The commutation 
was recommended by the Elliotts, also by the 
atterney general, the prosecuting attorney, 
the jury that heard the case, nearly all the 
lawyers who heard the trial, not being en- 
gaged in it and by hundreds of the best citi- 
zens of Rutherford county. In concluding his 
reasons the governor says: ‘‘Where it is se 
doubtful what ought to be done, let mercy 
prevail.’

THEY MET BY ACCIDENT. 


Bat They Fought and One Was Danger 
ie ously Shot. 

CuicaGco, January 28.—One of the witnesses 
for the defense in the Cronin case, Robert 
Gibbons, was shot tonight by Police Captain 
Schuettler, who has been prominent in the 
prosecution. The shooting was the result of 
an altercation in a saloon opposite the city 
hall, where the two men met by accident a& 
the drinking bar. Gibbons was dangerously 
wounded. Each of the men were accompanied 
by several friends. Those with Gibbons were 
Thomas Lynch, a wealthy distiller, Aldermen 
McCormick and ex-Policeman Redmond Mec- 
Donald, the latter of whom testified on the 
stand to an alibi for the suspect Daniel 
Coughlin. 

Accounts of the affair are conflicting. Ac- 
cording to Schuettlcr’s friends, the row started 
in some uncomplimentary remarks by Alder- 
man McCermick to the police captain, ending 
in the alderman throwing alighted cigar in 
Schuettler’s face. The captain was about to 
resent this act physically, when he received a 
terrific thump on the jaw from Gibbons, whe 
is of herculean proportions. Gibbons was pro- 
ceeding to repeat the blow, when Schucttler 
suddenly pulled a revovier and fired. Aller- 
man MeCormick denies the cigar episode, and 
says he had gone out of the saloon for a tho- 
ment, when he heard loud talk with scuffling, 
and returning, saw Gibbons fall, weltering in 
blood. Gibbons’s testimony in the Cronin 
trial was of.a minor character. Captain 
Schuettler was notin uniform at the time of 
the shooting. 

For Robbing the Dead. 

BrremrnocuaM, Ala., Januay 28.—[Special.|— 
A. S. Babbitt, county coroner, was today ar- 
rested on two indictments charging him with 
embezzlement. He has been robbing the dead. 
He was indicted for the embezzlement of 
money and other valuables found on the 
bodies of persons on whom he had heid inquests. 
Babbitt was formerly a reporter on vanous 
local newspapers, and was appoinied coroner 
about eighteen months ago. He came here 
three years ago fram Cincinnati, and werked 
on the Enquirer in that city several years. He 
is well connected in Ohio, and has a wife liv- 
ing in Cincinnati. They have lived apart sey- 
eral vears. The amounts secured by Babbité 
from the bodies of the dead were small.

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THE COUNTY SITE. 
THE QUESTION AGITATING THE 
PEOPLE OF MACON COUNTY. 


Wiontezuma Lays Claim to the County Seat 
es Against Oglethorpe—An_ Election 
Likely to Be Held Soon. 

MontTeEzuMA, Ga., January 28.—[Special.]— 
Macon county was taken from Houston and 
Muscogee, and the shire town) was located 
about six or eight miles above Montezuina 
and called Lanier. It was never a place of 
any importance, commercially or otherwise. 
When the railroad reached Oglethorpe in 1852, 
we believe, that town grew very rapidly and 
was the trade mark for a good portion 
of western Georgia and eastern 
Alabama. The people voted on _ the 
question of removal on the grounds 
that Oglethorpe possessed advantages over 
Lanier on account of being a railroad town 
and having a large number of business houses. 

TO THE FRONT AGAIN. 

The question of removal of the county again 
attracts the attention of the people, and your 
correspondent will endeavor to give the ad- 
vantages of the two towns now ready for a 
contest. I state the advantages of Montezuma, 
and also those of Oglethorpe. Montezuma is 
the leading commercial town of the county, 
located at the head of navigation on Flint 
river. She has a first-class hotel, kept 
up to the standard of  hostelries’ in 
Jarger cities making greater pretensions. 
A bank with an abundance of capital, which 
accommodates not only the business men of 
the town, bat all surrounding towns. Our 
merchants have ample capital and do a large 
supply business in Macon, Dooly, Houston, 
Taylor, Schley and Worth counties. A tele- 
graph office, a money-order oftice and all other 
conveniences are here for the benefit of the 
people. Montezuma has seven artesian wells, 
and her health record is as good as any town in 
southwest Georgia, as the physicians 
tell me that there were only one 
or two cases of fever in the 
town last year out of a population of one 
thousand, while some neighboring towns lo- 
cated some distance from the river with about 
the same population had many fatal cases. 

A FREE SCHOOL SYSTEM. 

Montezuma has a free school system where 
Dboys and girls can bé educated. It is supported 
by taxation and the citizens are determined to 
make it the best school in all southwest 
Georgia. During the past year the town 
council has erected an iron bridge across the 
river, at a cost of $11,000, and the place is now 
as accessible to the people of the western 

rtof the country as the old county site. 

Juring freshets, hereafter, the people 
on the eastern side could not get to the court- 
house without taking it on foot across the rail- 
road bridge. The eastern side of the county 

ays three-fifths of the taxes of the county, and 
if new buildings are erected, the eastern side 
would bear the heaviest part of the burden. 

However, the town has already proposed to 

donate to the taxpayers of the county the sum 

of $5,000 in cash and a site for the location of 

the new courthouse, and proposes to erect a 

jail better than the one at Oglethorpe. These 

are some of the advantages claimed by Monte- 
zuma. 
THEJCLAIMS OF OGLETHORPE. 

Oglethorpe claims that the court house 
should remain where itis. That the build- 
ing is good enough for present purposes and 
will answer the purpose for years; that the 

ople are satisfied with it and do not desire 
its removal. Oglethorpe has no hotel, and 
daring the session of court the judge, the 
jurors, witnesses, attorneys and others who 

ave business in court are much incon- 
venienced on this account. There is no bank, 
telegraph office cr money-order office in the 
town, and the rapid transaction of business 
is impeded for the want of these very necessary 
adjuncts. The town is composed of intelli- 
nt, high-toned people, and as a place of resi- 
ence is very desirable. There is one artesian 

well, which supplies the town with water, and 
Professor Thomas has a splendid school. I 
would remark that the fight is not to be made 
between the towns, as the social and business 
connections at present are pleasant and agreea- 
able;. but it is made by the people all 
over the county on the idea of 
the eternal fitness of _ things. In 
other words, they desire a remoyal from 
Oglethorpe to Montezuma on the same grounds 
that it was moved from Lanier to Oglethorpe; 
that Montezuma is just as centrally located; 
just as accessible and has decidedly’ more ad- 
vantages every way. The courthouse at Ogle- 
thorpe was built fora store, and is not at all 
suitable for the purposes used, and is discredit- 
able to the pride and intelligence of our peo- 
ple.. The mayor of Montezuma, in his recent 
message to the council says: 

“Your sister has prospered above her sister 
towns of this county, and lacks but the united 
efforts of officials and citizens to become the 
Jocation of the public buildings of your county. 
You have shown the spirit and enterprise to 
offer to the people, through the grand jury of 
your county, by delegation, the sum of $5,000 
and locations forthe public buildings of the 
county ifthe people would agree, by vote or 
otherwise, to locate the same in your city.

THE APPEAL TO THE GROWERS. 

The following is the appeal under which the 
movement has been brought to a head: 

At a recent meeting of the melon, fruit and 
vegetable growers of Bibb and adjoining counties 
in this city, the undersigned were appointed a 
committee to solicit subscriptions to organize a 
stock company. 

By resolution then passed we were instructed as 
soon as the minimum amount was taken to apply 
for a charter and secure a suitable place in the city 


for business. 

There has been subscribed already an amount 
more than double the minimum; we have applied 
for a charter and are now endeavoring to securea 
warehouse on the line of one of our principal 
railroads for storage and packing, with refrigera- 
tor cars, cold storage boxes, apartments, etc. 

So soon as a charter is obtained and a board of 
directors elected a “general manager ’”’ of enerey: 
integrity and, if possible, of experience in the 
business, will be selected and placed in charge. 

We nowask you to organize at once in the 
various counties along the different railroads 
leading into Macon, and connect yourselves with 
us as a part of our central Organization.

‘FIRE IN BRUNSWICK. 


The Narrow Escape of 4,000 Bales of 
Cotton. 

Brunswick, Ga., January 28.—[Special.]— 
At 11:45 a. m. today, a small negro shanty on 
Newcastle street, caughton fire, and at same 
time a heavy gale setin, causing the fire to 
consume the shanty and communicate to a resi- 
dence owned by William Mahoney, and occu- 

ied by Mr. Elkin, destroying both houses. 
The work of firemen and citizens prevented 
the fire spreading to Valentoes’s planing mill, 
and the Oglethorpe hotel, yet the wind bein 
high, carried sparks over to the Brunswick an 
estern docks, where there was 4,000 bales of 
cotton waiting shipment. The cotton caught 
fire, and demanded the speedy work of the 
firemen, dock force, seamen and strangers to 
prevent a total] destruction of the docks. 
THROWN INTO THE RIVER. 

Three hundred bales on fire were thrown 
overboard into the river, and a force of 150 men 
carrying buckets could not suppress the flames. 
Captain W.M. Tupper, general manager of 
the Brunswick Wrecking and Towing com- 
pany, had his local fire boat ‘‘Inca,’”’ lying 
two miles down the river, steamed up, come to 
the rescue, and commenced playing two 
streams on the cotton and docks, thereby pre- 
venting further spread, and entirely ex- 
tinguished the flames in a half hour. 

THE TOTAL LOSS. 

The total loss estimated by Captain Tupper, 
and Brunswick and Western manager wharf 
and dock, Mr. Fuller, is 200 bales of cotton | 
covered by insurance. Fifteen minutes delay 
of the Inca would have caused fire to spread 
to the adjoining docks, covered with turpen- 
tine barrels, and the loss would have been

Citizens of Machen Talk of Its Rapid Growth

‘The road has been graded from Machen, a 
distance of seven miles toward Eatonton. 
It is the prettiest road I ever saw, being built 
in the most substantial manner, and laid with 
the best steel rails. The charter of the road 
asks for right of way from Machen in the di- 
rection of Port Reyal, “ way of Eatonton and 
other points, and north by the nearest feasible 
route to Atianta. 

‘‘The bridge across Little river is being built 
by the Atlanta Bridge company, and is a com- 
bination bridge of wood andiron. It will bea 
splendid structure. We are already making 
arrangements to ship goods over it, and have 
ordered two cars for construction and traffic 
purposes, and they will soon arrive.’’ 

‘How about Machen?”’ 

“One year ago Machen was a cotton patch. 
Now we have fine stores and a handsome 
freight house. We are preparing to erect 
extensive terra cotta works, the second in the 
state; a large iron foundry and manufactory of 
agricultural implements, and an oil mill. ‘We 
have the dynameter for electric lights, and a 
hydraulic ram that furnishes water for the rai!- 
road tank, and is sufficient to furnish the town 
with water. 

“Mrs. Gould, who is largely interested in 
gailroad matters, has built an _ elegant 
residence there and established a 
stock and dairy farm. She started 
on land that would hardly produce 
anything, and now she has some of the finest 
Jerseys in the state, and is shipping butter to 
Florida. . 

“Colonel E. C. Machen has large interests 
there, and is pushing the town with his accus- 
tomed energy, and we confidently believe that 
Machen will be one of the most flourishing 
towns in Georgia ere many months roll by. 
Its growth has been phenomenal. We are ne- 
gotiating for the establishment of a first-class 
newspaper there, and it will soon be under full 
headway.”

With Its -Contents—The Historic Old Luth- 
eran Church,at the Corner of Forsyth and 
Whitehall, Meets Its Fate at Last. 


The old Lutheran church, at the junction of 
Whitehall and Forsyth ‘streets is a pile of 
smoking ruins this ‘morning. 

_ Affew minutes before 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing an alarm of fire was rung in from box 31, 
corner of Rawson and Cooper streets. The 
alarm was sent in by Patrolman John Abbott, 
who was on that beat, and who discovered the 
fire at a distance. It was located in 
the roof of the large wooden 
building at the junction of Whitehall and 
Forsyth streets, oceupied by Pareell & Kates, 
aS a grocery store. The originof the fire could 
net even be guessed, - ' ' 

Policeman Abbott ran across to the scene as 
soon as possible, but : 

THE ROOF WAS ABLAZE _ 
by the time he reached, and despite the fact 
that the fire department responded tothe tap 
of the bell and had several streams playing on 
it in a few minutes after the alarm, the fire soon 
overspread the entire structure, so that none 
of the contents could be saved. 

Neither of the proprietors were present, but 
it was understood that they were busy in the 
oflice up to 10:30 o’clock last evening. 

THE LOSS WAS TOTAL 
and from the best estimates that could be 
made the stock was worth about $1,000. 
Whether insured or not could not be learned. 

The building was the property of Mr. John 
Holbrook, and was worth about $1,000. The 
building and lot were sold for $1,800 some 
time ago. It could not be found out whether 
Mr. Holbrook held any insurance on it or not. 

Mr. John Woodruff lives in a large two 
story frame building adjoining, and _ his 
family are all sick with the measles. Several 
times during the fire the roof of his residence 
caught, but was extingdished by 
the firemen. Their prompt action alone saved 
the fire from spreading, and as there was a 
stiff breeze blowing at the time, it might. have 
proved very disastrous. ‘ 

The building was erected twelve years ago 
by the German Lutheran congregation, and 
was used as a house of worship unti] about six 
years ago, when it was sold and converted into 
a store by Mr. Holbrook. Since then it has 
been used as a grocery store. 

Over the store was 
in this a clerk had been in 
the habit of sleeping. He could not be found 
this morning, and for a while it was feared that 
he had been cremated. A thorough search was 
made by the firemen, but no indication of his 
presence could be secured. About the time 
the fire was out it was learned that the clerk 
had not been sleeping there recently.

FAILURE OF THE CO-OPERATIVE 
SYSTEM 


Among the Workingmen of 
Out of Six Stores Nothing Reuiains but 
the Liabilities. 


PHILADELPHIA, January 28.—The co-oper- 
ative system of the working classes seems to 
have proved a failure im Philadelphia, at 
least,. The failure of probably the greatest eh- 
terprise of the kind ever attempted in this 
country would indicate as much. It was 
started fifteen years ago by mill hands and 


other working people. of © Kensington, 
under the title of the Philadelphia 
Industrial, Co-Operative society, limited, 
at the. beginning of a period when 


working men and women began to assert their 
independence. The society started in a modest 
way at 2537-39 Frankford avenue. The price 
of shares was fixed at $1, and no one could 
hold less than five shares. .The society ex- 
anded until the membership amounted..to 
,600. It was prosperous from the start, and 
the society opened store after store 
until eight were in full and 
paying operation. From the start the 
stores made money, and at one time they did 
an aggregate business of $10,000 a week and 
the society had $100,000 in deposits in the 
bank. Then came a revulsion of trade that 
nooneseems able to explain satisfactorily. 
From paying a dividend of nine per cent in 
1883, the society has dropped down until within 
the past few years, not a cent of dividend has 
been declared, andfrom operating eight pros- 
perous stores, the list has dwindled down 
to a solitary grocery at 2537 Frankford 
avenue. The show windows in this store have 
been broken in, and the appearance of the 
front betokens ruin and decay. The store is 
being run by R. S. Shephard, president of the 
society, and John Shaw, its secretary. They 
are selling out the stock as rapidly as p ssible, 
and it will not berenewed. President Shephard 
estimates the liabilities of the society at 
$38,000, and assets at $28,000, showing a de- 
ficiency of $10,000. He thinks, however, that 
they will be able to pay seventy-five cents on 
the dollar ee

THE ROAD IS OPEN. 


Trains Run Through on the Northern 


Pacific. 


PoRTLAND, Ore., January 28.—Special 
dispatches from Seattle have just been pub- 
lished in both St. Paul and Minneapolis papers 
to the effect that the Northern Pacific line is 
in a bad. condition, and that in. consequence 
travel is vo, interrupted and diverted to 
the Camation acific line. All such re 
are without foundation. The Northern Pacific 
line has been openduring the winter, and all 
trains have been running practically on time 
both east and west. 

These statements are vouched for by the 
railroad officials. Two through trains arrived 
here today from the east over the Union Pa- 
cific. The road is reported open and trains, 
both passenger and freight, are moving. The 
blockade on the Southern Pacific still remains 
and the prospect of opening the road soon is 
not very flattering. For the past thirty hours 
a tremendous rain storm has prevailed. It is 
feared that following the disappearance of the 
snow there will be a great many land slides in 
Siskiyou mountains. 


THE FRENCH TARIFF QUESTION. 


Mr. Ribot Says Protection Should Be Given 
Manufacturers and Agriculture. 
Paris, January 28.—M. Ribot, republican 
deputy from Pau de Calais, spoke before the 
custom tariff committee on the projected re- 
newal of commercial treaties. e said the 
question before them was whether France 
should, when the commercial treaties expired 
in 1892, resume complete freedom from tariffs, 
or should conclude new treaties in 1891. The 


majority of the deputies had already pro- 
nounced in favor of the renewal of treaties at 
that time. The points at which this subject 


touched most forcibly the mind of the 
people were as regarded theinconvenience of 
frequent changes in the tariff, and the danger 
of exposing the French export trade to rigor- 
ous measures of intended retaliation on the 
part of other countries. France should know 
that she is bound to the commercial policy of 
protection. She is not in the same position as 
Great Britian and Belgium, which have a 
superabundance of industrial production. All 
conditions of her political, social and economic 
order, make it imperative that wide and 
efficient. protection should be accorded to 
French manufacturers and agriculture.

It is estimated that the 
rental of these apartments will’ soon 
repay every member, principal and interest, 
for all that he may have invested, so that the 
building will bea splendid financial venture 
as well as a great institution for the benefit of 
the fraternity. 


AN ALLIANCE MOVE. 


A Warehouse and An Oil Mill for Boston 
at Last. 

Boston, Ga., January 28.—[{Special.]—At a 
recent.meeting of the Farmers’ Alliance at 
this place, it was decided upon to build or buy 
a cotton warehouse.

The following communication received by 
THE CONSTITUTION explains itself. The 
management of the Whitehall street and the 
West View lines will do well to take the sug- 
gestion made by our correspondent under 


serious consideration: 

Epirors ConsTiIruTion: ASa citizen, suffering 
from the miserab!e street car service to which the 
people inthe western part of Atlanta are sub- 
jected, I want to commend the position of THE 
CONSTITUTION in showing to the public the dread- 
ful condition of that service, and in so severely 
condemning it. I don't live on the Whitehall 
strect line, which seems to be under the special 
eye of Tir CONSTITUTION, but I live on a line that 
is even worse than that one. I refer to the Broad 
street, Peters street, and West View line, whichis 
the most God-forsaken street car line that ever 
was in operation in the United States. The White- 
hall street line, bad as it is, is a thing of joy com- 
pared with my line. Our cars pretend to run ona 
fifteen minute schedule, but very frequently they 
are three-quarters of an hour apart. The White- 
hall street mules are giants compared to ours, 
anost of which are of the Texas variety, which can 
be bought at about thirty dollars apiece. The 
track is in a dreadful condition, the cars are dis- 
gracefully dirty, and, indeed, thereis nota single 
tirst-class thing about the road. 

Now when it is remembered that on this line and 
the Whitehall street line, which is but little bet- 
ter, more than one-fourth of the people of Atlanta 
dle end for their street car service, it is enough to 
justify the assertion that something radical must 
be done. These two lines afford the street car ser- 
vice for ail that section of Atlanta, lying between 
Pryor street on one side, westward, to the West- 
mand Atlantic railroed on the other side, or 
meariy one-half the territory of the city. Of 
course the residents in the neighborhood of Pryor 
street get the Metropolitan dummy line, but that 
is inaccessable to the residents along Whitehall 
Street, which practically controls the street car 
situation of West Atianta. 

Now, what are the people going todo about it? 
Are they going tosubmit to this sort of service, 
or will they apply to the next legisiature to grant 
another charter by which the Whitehal] and Broad 
Street lines can be condemned by another com- 
pany. These streets belong to the public. ‘The 
charter of the Atlanta Street railway does not con- 
fer the right foritto usurp them for any other 
purpose than to scrve the public. As long as it 
does this, it is all right, but when it squats on the 
street so that no other company can use it, though 
they are ready to furnish rapid transit, it is time 
forthe legislature to interfere, 

What does THE CONSTITUTION think about it? 

A DISGUSTED PASSENGER. 

THE CONSTITUION is inclined to agree 
very heartily with its correspondent, who 
does not present the situation any more 
harshly than it deserves. The people of 
West Athnta want rapid transit, and if the 
street car companies that now occupy the 
principal streets in that section of the city 
do not supply the demand being made for 
better service, the people have the right to 
demand that they shall no longer have ex- 
elusive use of the streets, when other com- 

panies would be glad of the opportunity to 
render a more efficient service. 

If their charters cannot be forfeited their 
lines can, at least be condemned, and unless 
something is done by them to improve their 
pervice, the next legislature will be asked to 
give such relief. 

It would be an exceedingly easy undertak- 
‘Ing to organize an electric line for Whitehall 
street. The money for it could be raised in 
six hours. 

If the company controlling the present 
Whitehall street mule line, and the Broad 
ptreet and West View line, think that they 
can trifle with the patience of the people 
along those lines much longer, they will pay 

_the penalty for it by the loss of that part of 
their franchise, by which they think that 
they can keep other lines from the streets 
they occupy. 

Improvement and progress is the watch- 
word of today, and if this company does not 
feel inclined to keep up with the procession, 
it must get out of the way or be run over. _ 


The Federal Prison Bill. 

The bill introduced by Congressman Stew- 
art, of this district, to establish two federal 
prisons, one in the south and one in the north, 
has passed the house, after having been so 
amended as to establish three, instead of 
two prisons, the third to be located west of 
the Rocky mountains. It is more than 
probable that the bill will pass the senate, 
and that in the course of time it will become 
a law. 

It is with great pleasure that Tug Cown- 
STITUTION notes the fact that this measure 
has passed its first and most important 
stage, and we trust that the senate will be as 
prompt in its action on it as the house has 
been. 

For months we have insistedfon the estab- 
lisment of a federal prison in the south, and 
when Congressman Stewart introduced a 
Measure with that object in view Tur Con- 
STITUTION gave it its full support. We be- 
lieve now, more than ever, that the govern- 
ment ought to establish a southern prison 
for the confinement of southern prisoners, 
who are now sent hundreds:of miles from 
home to endure the rigor of a much colder 
climate, to which they are necessarily ex- 
posed. The records will show that many of 
the prisoners sent from the south to the Al- 
bany penitentiary have returned broken 
down in health, and in several cases death 
did not wait until the unfortunates could re- 
turn to their homes. 

We recall an instance where a strong, 
healthy mountaineer was sentenced to the 
penitentiary for illicit distilling. He went 
to Albany for two years. At the expiration 
of that time he returned to his home broken 
down in health, and completely unfitted for

fomed, he contracted consumption, and 

within six months after his term of service 

‘expired he died. This is but one of seyeral

Their purpose is to 
market the miscellaneous summer crops to 
the best advantage, and to this end they 
have taken the initiatory steps for the or- 
ganization of ‘a stock company, with local 
branches in all the truck-growing counties 
ofthe state. The central office, at Macon, 
will be supplied with telegraphic reports of 
the northern and western markets, and a 
competent man will be there to give direct- 
shipments, and consolidate into 
carloads when that can be done to advant- 
age. The whole crop of truck will be dis- 
tributed among the markets with due re- 
gard to consumption, and, by avoiding 
giuts, the best average prices will be real- 
ized. . : 

Besides this, the fruit and truck growers 
will be educated in the culture of paying 
varieties, and in the preparation of products 
for the market. The association will be 
fully posted concerning the extent of the 
crops, and will be able to make arrange- 
ments in advance for ventilating and refrig- 
erator ears to move the products. Under 
their direction, cars will be distributed as 
they are needed, and the railroads will be 
induced to furnish sidings for each county 
club. The business will be conducted on a 
plan similar to those of the California and 
Florida fruit exchanges, which have greatly 
benefited the truck growers of those states. 

This organization cannot fail to do great 
good in marketing the crops and stimulating 
production. It has always been easy to 
grow fruits and vegetables in Georgia, but 
it has not always been easy to market them 
profitably. This phase of the. business, 
which includes both transportation and sale, 
proposes to regulate both in a business-like 
way. Whenthisis done the expense will 
be minimized, the returns will be brought 
up to the maximum, anda large sum _ will 
be added to the income of the farmers every 
season. The great growth of the melon, 
pear and peach crops shows what may be 
done in the whole line of truck. 

The movement is a very commendable 
one, and should be cordially supported.

Canneries in the South, 

Last year in California the canneries, only 
afew in number, put up two hundred and 
fifty thousand cases of tomatoes, three- 
fourths of which had to be hauled from two 
to seven thousand miles to find a market. 
Yet they were all sold at remunerative prices. 

In addition to this, four times as many 
cases Of peaches, plums, nectarines, pears 
and apricots were canned. The Chinese run 
one of the largest canneries in the state at 
San Jose. 

There is not an acre of land, above the 
average cultured land in Georgia, South 
Carolina and Alabama, thatis not as good 
as the best fruit land in California, where it 
all has to be irrigated, and we ‘are twenty- 
five hundred miles nearer the great markets 
where their fruit and canned goods are sold. 
The whole truth about the matter is, that 
with all the advantages on our side, the peo- 
ple out there have just simply gotten ahead 
of us by knowing how to take advantage of 
their opportunity. 

The question for us to discuss now is 
whether we will resolve to supply these 
markets ourselves. Some of the men who 
have limited capital and are anxious for in- 
vestment can not put it in a more lucrative 
business, nor can they devote their time and 
labor to an enterprise that will be as remu- 
nerative to themselves and to the state. It 
does not require large capital, is a pleasant 
and healthy business, and one that ean “be 
made the basis of a large fortune if energy, 
good judgment and proper sense is exercised. ¢ 

The first thing to be done is to start the 
canneries, so as to utilize the surplus fruits 
and vegetables of this section. . This done, 
the west will take care of itself, if only as- 


sary to the success of any business, 

After this, let us develop the business of 
growing fruits and vegetables until we cover 
the markets in our reach. Every dollar's 
worth of these articles that we sell in places 
that are now stpplied from other fields is a 
gain to the wealth of our state. It helps to 
swell the tide in our favor, make our homes 
more desirable, improves our land, stimulates 
business, and makes our people happier and 
better satisfied. 


Why Not Recognize Brazil? 
From the amount of noise the republicans 


made about Mr. Blaine’s vigorous foreign 


policy, it was natural to suppose that with 
the opportunities of his first year he would 
give us a new and dazzling idea of our rela- 
tions with other countries. It would at least 
haye been taken for granted that he would 
not be slow to ask the recognition of a re- 
public established by peaceful revolution. 
It would not have been supposed that he 
would wait for the effete monarchies of the 
old.world to take the initiative in the matter. 
It would not have been supposed that when 
the accredited representatives of the republic 
of Brazil were in this country, the friends{of 
the administration would wait for a demo- 
cratic senator to introduce the resolution for 
recognition. 

Notwithstanding all these expectations, 
the plumed knight who was regarded as 
typically American, has moved so slowly in 
the matter that the people experience a sen- 
sation of disappointment and disgust. The 
vigorous policy that was to be is a namby- 
pamby affair. The jingle has died away, 
and there is nothing but a dull thud in its 
place. 

While this halting policy is pursued in the 
case of the great republic of Brazil, the indi- 
cations are that the Samoan treaty is a de- 
lusion and a snare, and it is doubtful whether 
it will receive the necessary two-thirds vote 
in the senate. By that instrument this 
country has been made aarty to the estab- 
lishment of a dummy king, with a despotic 
chief justice to tell him what to do. The 
worst of it, however,is that Bismarck has ar- 
ranged to control the appointment of the 
chief justice through the king of Sweeden. 
From this distance Samoa appeals to be Uncle 
Sam’s tar baby, and there is reason. to be- 
lieve that he will get stuck if the jingo policy 


is allowed to continue.

Ir APPEARS from the full text of the Samoan 
treaty that Bismarck got the oyster and Blaine 
got the shell. The chief justice has a more im- 
portant place in the ‘‘autonomy” of the islands 
than the king whose powers he is to define. Be- 
sides this, the chief justice is to actas referee in 
matters of dispute between the three powers con- 
trolling the country. This mighty potentate is to 
be appointed by the United States, England and 
Germany, if they can agree, and if not, by the king 
of Sweden. Thus, Bismarck reserves an oppor- 
tunity to put in a man favorable tothe Germans. 
When the old premier rubs his rabbit foot on the 
king of Sweden it will be bad luck to the United 
States. 

THERE is general dissatisfaction with the pub- 
lic roads all over the country and the legislatures 
are trying in their weak way toimprove them. So 
far little progress has been made, but now that 
Kentucky has taken hold of the matter and Colo- 
nel Watterson is in the breach, we look for impor- 
tant developments. As far as state action is con- 
cerned the politicians seem to be afraid to remodel 
the old machinery or levy a sufficient tax to dothe 
work. The Georgia plan of local work by the 
county misdemeanor convicts has worked well so 
far as it has gone, but it has not gone far enough 
to improve the roadsin any considerable part of 
the state. The true and permanent solution of the 
question is to work the roads with penal labor. 
Thatis about the only place where it does not 
come in competition with free labor. 


Tue growth of Atlanta, Birmingham, Chatta- 
nooga and other inland cities is a subject of re- 
mark, and the newspapers say it is because the air 
of the inland uplands is cooler and more invigor- 
ating than that of the lower coast regions. This 
is one of the causes. The upland air affects people 
like champagne, but without any headache the 
next day. This accounts for the get-up-and-get 
of north Georgia, and also for the rarity of artil- 
lery punch in these parts. Champagne, which is 
considered an article of prime necessity on the 
coast, is really superfluous in north Georgia. 
Railroad development and the hatural get-up- 
and-get of the people are the chief factors in the 
progress of Atlanta. 

A REMARKABLE instance of canine devetion oc- 
curred the other day. A young man named 
Wallace McFarland was found dead at Grasmere, 
S. D., on the bottom of a pond where he had been 
skating the day before, and with him was found 
his favorite St. Bernard. Though no one saw 
them sink, it is clear that the dog saw his 
master in danger and went to his aid, only to fina 
a watery grave for himself. The young man was a 
son of Secretary Tracy’s law partner.

Mr. Paul Romare: “I think there is no question 
as to the place where Mr. Grady’s monument 
should be erected. Nearthe capitol building is 
the place for it. I think that the statues of all 
such men a8 Grady and Hill should be placed in 
the grounds of the state capitol.” 

Mr. C. A. Collier: “In my opinion Mr. Grady’s 
monument ought to be placed either at the arte- 
sian well or in front of the Methodist church. One 
place would be the beginning of the street on 
which he lived and the other would be opposite 
the church he attended and loved.” 

Dr. Amos Fox: “My choice for the site of the 
monument is the capitol square. All the people 
of Atlanta would, of course, know where it was, 
and strangers visiting the city always go to the 
capitol, so it would be seen there more than any- 


where else.”’ 

Mr. L. J. Hill: ““The northwest corner of capitol 
square is the spot where I would locate the monu- 
ment. It would then front the city, and every- 
body approaching the capitol would see it. The 
artesian well might be a good place, were it not 
that Marietta street is such a thoroughfare that I 
think the rush of business about there at all times 
makes it inappropriate.” 

Captain R. J. Lowry: “My first choice of a 
locality would be in the capitol grounds some- 
where; but if not there, I think that Marietta 
street would bea good place. The street is so 
wide that a space in the center of it could well be 
spared, on which the statue could be erected.” 

Chief Justice Bleckley: “The artesian well is, 
I think, the place for Mr. Grady’s statue, and not 
the capitol grounds. To place itnear the capitol 
would be to link Mr. Grady with the state, while, 
in fact, he was more closely linked with the city 
of Atlanta, and through Atlanta with the whole 
south. Therefore, I think, his statue should be 
not on state ground, but on city land.” 

L. B. Nelson: “If the artesian well can be 
moved I think that is the place; if not, then in 
front of the custom house in the middle of Marietta 
street.” 

Fra nk A. Arnold: ‘Put it on the capitol grounds ; 
that’s the correct place for it.” 

Judge Marshall J. Clarke: “The artesian well 
would be a good site, but lam opposed to the city 
sacrificing it for that or any other purpose.” 

Mr. A. F. Cooledge: ‘The best piace in Atlanta 
for the monument, beyond all question, is where 
Blue’s store is, on Peachtree street.” 

Judge G.H. Tanner: “In front of the custom 
house on Marietta street.” 

Dr. J.S. Holliday: “There is only one good 
place for it in Atlanta; that is on the capitol 
grounds.”’ 
¥ Mr. G. V. Gress:” “It should be placed in front 
of the First Methodist church, on Peachtree 
street.’’ : 

Judge W. L. Calhoun: “If you wouldn’t think I 
wanted it there just because it is near my home, I 
would vote for the capitol grounds.”

‘is the place for Mr. Grady’s monument. I want 


to see the statues of all Georgia’s great statesmen 
in these grounds.”’ 

Captain Dick Harris: “Put it at the artesian 
well. It ought to be right out where everybody 
can look upon it day by day as they pass along the 
most public thoroughtares.” 

Mr. Walter DeWolf: ‘“‘The capitol grounds is the 
place for the statue, near the corner of Hunter 
street and Capitol avenue, where everybody visit- 
ing the city can see it.”

ABOUT THE STATE CAPITOL. 


Governor Gordon has been for the past two days 
engaged in formulating a proclamation which 
will effect every corporation, both private and 
public, in the state. A law was passed in 1876 re- 
quiring each company to file with the secretary of 
state a full statement of all bonds and securities 
owned by them, when such bonds became due 
and the amount of interest paid. At a 
later date laws were passed requiring each 
corporation to file with the secretary of state a 
copy of their certificate of corporation, and also 
the names of all the officers and of the directors, 
The attention of the governor has been called to 
the fact the laws requiring such statements is in 
many instances disregarded, and it is gradually be- 
coming a dead letter. The proclamation will notify 
all the companies of their neglect, and will require 
that full statements must be made and filed at the 
state department immediately. 


When Colonel Hardeman tried to open the big 
door of the treasury vaults where the state wealth 
is deposited yesterday morni he found that, 
though the lock worked perfectly, the machinery 
by which the great boltsare thrown back was out 
of order.

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AUGUSTA GETS IT. 


THE STATE ENCAMPMENT WILL BE 
HELD THERE. 


The Military Advisory Board Held an Im- 
portant Meeting Yesterday—New Uni- 
forms Adopted—New Companies. 


The eeting of the new advisory board 
was rday. 

There was an immense amount of important 
business to be considered, andin order to ac- 
complish it all the board remained in session 
from 10 o’clock in the morning until 7 in the 
evening, with only a short intermission for 
dinner. 

Besides Adjutant-Generai Kell, who pre- 
sided, the members of the board present were 
Colonel George A. Mercer, Charles H. Olm- 
stead, Lieutenant-Colonel William F .Jones, 
Lieutenant-Colone] C. M. Wiley, Lientenant- 
Colonel Seaton Grantland, Captain 8. P. Gil- 
bert, Captain George B. Forbes, Captain Roff 
Simms and Captain John W. Clark. 

The twonew members of the board were 
Lieutenant-Colonel Grantland, who replaced 
Captain Wilberforce Daniel, and Captain 
John Clark, in place of Captain John C. 
Hart. 

THE ANNUAL ENCAMPMENT. 

It was the duty of the board to select a lo- 
cation for the annual encampment in com- 
pliance with the act passed by the last legis- 
lature. 

The law requires that each year, in order to 
properly train the military of the state, there 
shall be an encampment,so that each command 
shall be ordered for one week into the field, 
there to be drilled, disciplined, and taught 
the practical duties of a soldier’s life; 
the advisory board to provide the 
camping ground each year from bids which 
should be advertised for, and after the selec- 
tion was made the state will furnish tents and 
everything else necessary. Free transporta- 
tion for the officers, men and horses were also 
provided for, and the sum of $7,200 was ap- 
propriated to pay all the expenses. 

Adjutant-General Kell, in conformity with 
the law, issued advertisements for bids to 
locate the camp, and set the 15th of January 
as the date upon which they should all be in. 

AUGUSTA CHOSEN, 

Yesterday there were three bids opened—one 
from Atlanta, one from Brunswick and one 
from Augusta. Of these the Atlanta bid came 
too late to be considered, but there are great 
hopes,that should the same offer be made next 
year, the encampment will be held 
here. There was also some~ trouble 
about * the Augusta bid, because 
Captain Daniel to whom it was intrusted for 
delivery at the last meeting of the board, forgot 
it entirely until he returned to Augusta. He 
then notified Captain Kell of the bid, and it 
was registered, though the original document 
was not produced until yesterday, when Cap- 
tain Clark brought it with him from Augusta. 

The choice of the location of the camp 
caused considerable discussion even after At- 
lanta’s bid was ruled out. Brunswick had 
many friends. and it was not until after a 
heated debate that Augusta, which offered a 
bonus of over $2,000, was awarded the con- 

tract. 

Some difficulty also arose from the inability 
of the state to furnish sufiicient tents for the 
entire state force at once. This trouble was 
adjusted by setting the commencement of the 
camp on the third Monday in June, and pro- 
viding that half the state troops should gointo 
camp for one week, and then the other half 
should take the field. The encampment will, 
aceordingly, last for two weeks instead of one, 
but it was thought that Augusta’s ¢ash contri- 
bution, together with the state appropriation, 
would cover all the expenses. 

A-STATE UNIFORM. 

Another subject which caused considerable 
discussion was the adoption of astate uniform. 

Many officers of.the board were loath to 
give up the old grey and they clung to it from 
the force of sentiment which old association 
has given the color. On the other hand, the 
biue was the only color that the federal gov- 
ernment would furnish,and which would en- 
able the state to clothe all her soldiers without 
any expense to them except the making. 

The inatter was finally settled by the adop- 
tion of the United States army officers’ uni- 
orm for the men. The men, however, in 
order to distinguish them from the regular 
troops, will wear the Georgia state buttons 
and also stripes. Theartillery will have red 
chevrons and stripes, the cavalry blue and the 
infantry white. 

Each vear the United States government al- 
lows the state of Georgia $11,000 worth of 
military equipments. Up to this time the ad- 
visory board has always taken the value of 
the money in arms and equipments; this year, 
however, they decided to take officers’ cloth 
for the uniforms of the men. 

NEW COMPANIES. 

At the last meeting of the board there were 
thirty-two applications for the admission of 
co = panies, which remained unconsidered. To 
this number, fifteen new applications were 
added, when the board met yesterday. 

It was found impossible to adhere to the 
resolution passed that companies should only 
be admitted upon the retirement or disbandon- 
ment of the companies now in service. 
number of strong appeals were received from 
the southern and middle counties of the state, 
showing that the colored people far out num- 
bered the whites; and an organized military 
force was necessary for the protection of life 
and property. 

Under these circumstances, the board con- 
sidered it proper to suspend the rules, and the 
following companies were admitted: The 
Burke Light Infantry and the Burke Cavalry 
Troop, both of Waynesboro; the Dublin Light 
Infantry, the Americus Light Infantry and 
the Eastman Volunteers. 

In order to admit the Burke Cavalry Troop, 
the nuinber of cavalry companies allowed to 
the state was increased from eleven to twelve. 
This now makes the force stand forty-seven 
companies of infantry and twelve of cavalry. 

AS TO ENLISTMENT. 

The last legislature passed alaw that the 
soldiers of the sta‘e should enlist.for twelve 
months. 

In accordance with this law the board or- 
dered that the regular form of enlistment used 
in the regular army should be adopted, with 
the exception that the term of service shall be 
one year, instead of five. The board also pro- 
vided for the transfer of men from one company 
to another, so that should a man wish to 
change his place of residence he can obtain an 
honorable discharge, which will admit him to 
the company in his new place of residence and 
allow him to complete his term of service. 

SOME IMPORTANT COMMITTEES. 

Before adjourninga number of important 
committees were appointed. 

One composed of Captains Gilbert, Forbes 
and Simms, was authorized to examine and 
make a report at the next meeting as to the 
pricesand conditions at which the uniforms 
can be furnished the men. It is hoped that 
only apart of the eleven thousand dollars 
given by the federal government will be ex- 
pended on the cloth, and a surplus will be left 
which can be utilized in other ways. 

Colonel Olmstead, Captain Simms and 
Lieutenant-Colonel Grantland were appointed 
a committee to confer with the railroads and 
endeavor to obtain free transportation for the 
soldiers to the state encampment. If unable 
to obtain free transportation, the com- 
mittee were authorized to make the best terms 
practicable. 

Colonel Wiley with Captains Gilbert and 
Clark, was appointed a committee to take 
steps toward securing regular army officers to 
instruct the men during the encampment and 
also to provide a good military band for the two 
weeks during which the boys will be under 
canvass. 

WINDING UP THE BUSINESS. 

The last. act of the board was to pass a reso- 
lution that when a company is disbanded the 
adjutant general shall notify them that all the 
property balonging tothe state must be re- 
turned within sixty days; and ifthe notice is 
neglected the solicitor general of the county 
will be instructed to bring suit to recover the 
amount of the property from the bond given 
for its safe return to the state. 

It was decided that at the next meeting of 
the board only applicants for the admission of 
new companies will be considered. The action 
was taken because there are now the applica-

waterworks will be well under way.

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TO HELP THE SCHOOLS. 


THE END TO WHICH THE JOINTCOM- 
MITTEE IS WORKING. 


The First Meeting and the Organization of 
the Committee—The Propositions Which 
Were Submitted. 

Are changes needed in the present school 
system ? 

If so, what are they and how should they be 
made ? ; 

Those were the questions which the mem- 


bers of the joint committee of council and | 


board of education asked one another as they 
met for the first time yesterday. 

Do the schools under the present system ac- 
complish the purposes which it is intended 
that they shall accomplish ? 

And if not, what can be done to best make 
them accomplish that end ? 

This committee was appointed, it will be re- 
membered, under the resolution of Alderman 
Howell, introduced at the last session of the 
council. That resolution provided for a com- 
mittee of three from the council and three from 
the board of education, whose duty it should 
be to look into all these objections 
to the present school curriculum, and to sug- 
gest any changes which, in their opinion,might 
be desirable. The spetial point made by 
Alderman Howell in introducing the resolu- 
tion was the advisability of shortening the 
school term. 

The council committee consisted of Alder- 
man Howell and Councilmen Hulsey and 
Hendrix. Thecommittee from the board of 
education was President Hemphill and Messrs. 
Smith and Beatie. 

When the committee met, the first step 
taken was the election of Mr. Hemphill as 
chairman, and Mr. Hendrix as secretary. 

The matters to be considered by the com- 
mittee were first informally discussed. The 
members of the board of education expressed 
a desire to hearall that could be said on all 
sides of the subject of education, saying that 
they felt certain the board would be glad to 
make any changes that could be shown to be 
desirable. Allof the members of the com- 
mittee took part in the discussion. Then the 
subject was reduced to these two proposstions : 

First—That of Alderman Howell, to reduce 
the grammar school course from eight years to 
six. 

Second—That of Councilman Hulsey, chang 
ing the minimum school age from six years to 
eight. 

Each gentleman spoke 
proposition. 

It was finally decided to invite a number of 
well-known educators to meet with the com- 
mittee at the Young Men’s library next 
Tuesday evening, to give the committee 
the benefit of their views on these two propo- 
sitions. Those who will be invited to be pres- 
ent are Dr. H. H. Smith, Professor Wilson, 
Professor Slaton, Professor Moore, Professor 
Mitchell, Captain Bray, Professor Neel, Mrs. 
Echols, Miss Nettie Sargeant, and Miss Flor- 
ence Adams.

The present method of having a train hand 
call the statrons near at hand, the preamble 
recites, with a scare articulation of the name, 
often caused the unwary traveller to be carried 
beyond his destination or to rush with head- 
long impetuosity from the moving train. The 
serious inconvenience and risk incident to this 
method are entirely removed by ‘The Winn 
Railway Station Indicator.’’

A HUSBAND, 
Who Figures in a Divorce Suit Filed in the 
Superior Court Yesterday. 

A ratherinteresting divorce suit was filed in 
the superior court vesterday. 

The petitioner is Mrs Mildred Willingham, 
formerly Miss Lawton, of Bibb county. 

She asks a total divorce from Thomas Wil- 
lingham, with the restoration of her maiden 
name, on the ground of cruelty. 

Asset forth in the bill, the suit involves a 
good deal of property, the inheritance of which 

the petitioner was the original cause of the

lived together happily until the wife came into 
ssion of the property. 

The petition alleges that the petitioner and 
Thomas Willingham were married in 1873, 
five children being bern to them.

The petition claim that after the mother 
had sent money to bring her daughter back 
home, and she had returned, the defendant re- 
fused to allow her to collect any of the rents 
due from her property, and warned merchants 
and others not to give her credit.

The following is from the pen of Master Garrard 
Harris, of St. Elmo, Tenn., a fifteen-year-old 
nephew of Mrs. Humphreys Castleman, of Atlanta. 
He has written several articles which would have 
reflected credit on a much more mature mind, but 
there is evidence of genuine genius in this: 


My purpore in taking these two men is to illus- 
trate the old and the new south. 

Davis and Grady, two names that will ever re- 
main graven.in the hearts of the people of the 
south. Davis, statesman and warrior; Grady, 
orator and fico! of the people. Davis was a man 
of the south as it was, a man that owned and con- 
trolled slaves and weilded a power in politics that 
could not easily be disputed. He was a man of 
integrity and honor, and through the tide of years 
that owed upon him, he remained the same, 
though some may say to the contrary. 

Davis was, undoubtediy, a great man, but be- 
cause he was one of, and a defendant of, the “‘loat 
cause.”’ His name is notlauded and sung through- 
out the world, but deep down in the heart of every 
southerner there isa love that will cherish and 
revere his memory forever. Andin the waste of 
years to come there will always be a deep-seated 

ove and regard for his name that even time 
itself will not shake. That Davis was a great and 
z00d nan, cannot be disputed, although it is 
yy some. Some sav that he ought to have done 
this, and some say that he ought to have done 
that, but now it does not matter. It is not right 
that the shortcomings and characteristics of the 
man should be dragged forth and dissected before 
the eyes of the people, and those who make a 
practice of doing such should remember that we 
are all human and none of us are perfect; but 
critics are often blind to the faults of themselves. 

Davis could not get justice on earth, more 
shame to those who wield that power! And now 
he stands before the eternal court where mercy 
instead of justice reigns, and where he will be 
compensated for those rights that were so long 
denied him here. 

Sorrow has fallen upon us, and from all over the 
south the people sadly murmur with bowed heads 
and trembling voices, ‘Peace to his ashes.”’ 

Girady, a man of the new and progressive 
south, a worthy representative of a worthy sec- 
tion. The south since the war has been in a dazed 
condition and is slowly recovering. Patiently, 
year after year, she has, under many obstacles, 
struggled up the road of progress, aided chiefly by 
such men as Grady and John B. Gordon, of 

1corgia. 

Grady, in his great speech in Boston, did as 
much for the south as three years of slow progress 
would have done unaided. 

Grady was a sculptor, modelling the figures of 
the north and south, setting together in love and. 
harmony, and just as his great work was only half 
finished, be was taken away. 

Last Christmas was a day like one Grady de- 
scribed in a prose poem only a short year ago, an 
April day in midwinter, with its clonds and sun- 
shine, with-its gentle breezes and blue sky, and 
yet on a daylike he described as his ideal, a great 
city was filled with woe. 

Last Christmas was the saddest ever seen in the 
south. Eariy in the day crowds of sorrow-stricken 
people began to gather to attend the funeral of 
their friend, champion and orator. 

That bright day was all that could be desired. 
But there was something wanting—the touch of a 
vanished hand—the light of a great soul that had 
only a few short days befere been among us. 

The streets rose and fell with their billows of 
black, and a ceaseless throng of mourners followed 
the remains of Henry W. Grady to the tomb. 

Grady was young when the shadow of death fell 
over him and claimed him for it’s own, and had he 
not met his untimely end there is no telling to 
what eminence he would have risen. 

Davis and Grady are but illustrations of those 
solemn, but true words: ‘The paths of glory lead 
but to the grave.” Yes, all that is mortal goes to 
a grave, but their name and example is forever 

eft us. 

Of Davis, we can only say, ‘‘Restin peace.” Of 
Grady, that there is an aching void that nothing 
can fill, and the sadness of our souls is expressed 
in the werds of Hamiect: ‘Farewell, oh heart of 
gold, we shall never look upon your like again.”’

BALLOONS VS, ANGELS, 


THE UNIQUE THEORY ADVANCED BY 
A BIRMINGHAM MAN. 


He Has Been Reading Kenan’s History of the. 
Aposties and This Induces Him to Make 
Some Refiecctions. 


Balloons vs. Angels— 

A queer subject, you say ?

Take your biblieal coneordance to be found in 
every well reguiated newspaper oftice, and where, 
ever the word ‘angel’ occurs, insert ‘‘balloon’’ 
in the proper text and many difficulties like that 
encountered by Renan disappear, There was 
never a traveler borne by wings through the mid- 
heavens, and King James’s translators of the 
Bible, who wrote 180 years before the “lost art’’ 
was revived by Montgolfier in Paris in 1800, would 
never have converted “bailgons,” as constantly 
mentioned in the Bible into impossible winged 
men and womenmor into “spirits’’ as happens in 
the translation of Mathewif they hadlivediafter, 
instead of before Mentgolfier.

We see it stated that a wealthy Alabamian has 
contracted for berths in a balloon to convey him- 
self and wife from Paris to Rome, Greece, Egypt, 
Jerusalem, and thence via Constantinople and 
Vienna to Paris. 

The next war in Europe will be fought in the air. 

Solomon was right aboutit. “There is nothing 
new under the sun,” except winged men, and these 
never were. King James’s translators had never 
heard of balloons, and therefore’ clapped 
wings on innocent men and women. Painters and 
poets and. people have dreamed till the crude 
fancy and fable has become an accepted fact, and 
part and parcel of popular religious faith. I am 
loth to disturb so delightful an illusion, but- would 
remove difficulties that shake the fath of Renan 
in apostolic history, and give practical simplicity 
and credibility to statements occurring every- 
where in the old and new testaments.

ABOUT THE MYSTERIOUS CRIME IN 
NORTH CAROLINA. 


A Son of the Notorious Outlaw Lowery Fol- 
lows Up the Man Who Slew Him Twenty 
Years Ago, and Meets Death. 


Rareian, N. C., January 28.—[Special.J]— 


Saturday night, just before midnight, there | 


was a very mysterious murder at Maxton, in 
Robeson county. It was committed in the 
heart of Uy: town near a bright light, and 
many yeople were only fifty yards away, 
standing on a platform at the depot awaitinga 
train. Suddenly three pistol shots were heard 
in very rapid succession, but there was no 
other noise. The crowd ran to the place 
where the shots were heard, and there found a 
Croatan Indian lying beside a store dying. A 
pistol bullet had struck him just above the 
heart. His only words were ‘“‘pick meup.’’ In 
a minute he was dead. His name is not 
known. Itis the belief that he was assassin- 
ated by some negro, and he has fied, it is 
rumored, 
THE MYSTERY REVEALED. 

Today the mystery was revealed, and a 
very sensational affair made knowp. It was 
Sim Lawry, son of a once notorious outlaw, 
Steve Lawry, who was shot and killed, and 
his slaver was Donahoe McQueen, a night 
watelmnan. Lawry’s father was one of 
the celebrated Lawry gang of outlaws, 
which was exterminated in Robeson county 
twenty years ago, after its members had led a 
desperaic career of robbery and murder, It is 
said that McQueen fired the shot which killed 
Steve Lawry, the outlaw, and that Sim Lawry, 
then a boy, swore to avenge the death of his 
father. He was at Maxten last Sat- 
urday night drinking, and following 
Me(Queen, attempted to assassinate him 
with a knife, whereupon McQueen 
shot and killed iim to save his own life. Me- 
Queen is a white, and is said to be a good citi- 
zen. The man he killed belonged to the tribe 
of Croaton Indians, fifteen hundred of whom 
live in Robeson county. MecQueen’s and Law- 
ry’s bodies have been taken to Lumberton. 
McQueen has acknowledged the killing and 
surrendered himself.

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BURIAL OF WILLIAM CRUTCHFIELD. 


An Incident in the Life of an Eccentric 
Man. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., January 28.—[Spe- 
cial.}|—The funeral services of Hon. William 
Crutchfield were held at the First Presby- 
terian church, this city, yesterday. Rey. T. H. 
McCalli, a veteran Tennesseean and an old 
friend of the deceased, preached the funeral 
sermon, Which was eulogistic in the highest 
degree. One incident in the life of Mr. 
Cruichitield deserves record. During and be- 
fore the war he was proprietor of the Crutch- 
field house. When Butieroon Davis resigned 
his seat in the United States senate, in 1561, 
and proceeded toward the south, he — at 
the Crutchfield house, and uring 
the evening at a banquet made 
a strong secession speech. Mr. Crutchfield 
arose and replied to the speech, denouncing 
Mr, Davis as a traitor to the country, and said 
that Mr. Davis deserved nothing less than 
death, and thathe meant to administer it. 
The excitement was intense,and but for the in- 
terference of friends of both parties, either 
Jefferson Davis or William Crutchfield might 
have died at the banquet table. Mr. Cruatch- 
field was locked up in a room until Mr. Davis 
could be induced to proceed on his southern 
journey, and the trouble was thus ended. Of 
a large family of secessionists, William 
Crutchfield was the only member opposed to 
secession. He wasa member of congress in 
1873-74, and was noted throughout the country 
for his eccentricities. 


KILLING THE PINE TREES. 


Devastation Caused By a Little 
Bug. 


Savannan, Ga., January 27.—[Special.]— 
Mr. Antoy, an extensive turpentine manufac- 
turer in south Georgia, says that the turpen- 
tine producers about Valdosta are very much 
worried over the bug that is playing such 
havoe with the trees. In riding through the 
woods, evidence of their work can be seen on all 
sidesintheshape of dying or dead trees. When 
spring comes it is feared these ravages will be 
much inore disastrous than now. The farmers 
can do nothing but pray fora cold snap. That 
isthe only thing that will effectually check 
the work of the bugs. 

“No estimate as to the extent of the injur- 
ies they have inflicted to the pine forests can 
be made as yet,” he eontinued; ‘it may be 
that what the little pests have so far done 
will be as nothing compared to the ruin they 
will effect during the next few months.”’
